loved one? On more than one occasion 
Jesus emphasized the necessity of faith 
in bringing about healing. Surely you have some 
degree of faith; surely you have prayed, and per- 
haps you are wondering now why healing has not 
come about. It is well to remember that there is 
more than one degree of faith, and instead of 
being discouraged about the existing condition, 
why not pause to consider the strength of your 
faith and then take steps to increase it? 

One time there was a man whose son was suf- 
fering from a dread disease. Despite the fact that 
the boy had been afflicted from childhood, the 
father believed that the condition could be rem- 
edied. When he heard of the wonderful healings 
being performed by the Galilean, the father set 
out to find Him. At the moment Jesus was in 
seclusion, but the father met several of His dis- 
ciples and asked their assistance. The disciples 
were willing to comply with his request, but they 
were unable to heal the boy. While they were talk- 
ing, Jesus joined the group, and the father immedi- 
ately asked His help. Jesus replied, “All things 
are possible to him that believeth.” The father’s 


> O YOU desire healing for yourself or fora 
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poignant cry was, “I believe; help thou mine un- 
belief.’” Forthwith Jesus rebuked the unclean spirit 
and the boy was made whole. 

The account of this healing is recorded in the 
9th chapter of The Gospel according to Mark, 
verses 14-29. It is of special value to us as it re- 
veals three degrees of faith—that of the father, 
that of the disciples, and that of Jesus. 

The type of faith represented by the father is 
often referred to as “blind faith’—the kind of 
faith most of us have when we first seek help 
from the Lord. We believe instinctively that God 
is good and that He will answer our prayers if we 
can reach Him. In seeking Jesus, the father showed 
that he had turned from physical means of cure 
and had sufficient faith to ask for spiritual heal- 
ing. So when Jesus stated that faith was required, 
he replied, ‘I believe.” However, realizing that 
his trust was not perfect, he added, “Help thou 
mine unbelief.” 

You may be just where this man was in con- 
sciousness. You are willing to make an effort to 
find a spiritual solution to the problem of sickness 
for yourself or another and are definitely asking 
for it. If it is not forthcoming it is because your 
faith is not quite strong enough. Ask God to 
help your “unbelief.” Faith is that quality of 
mind which makes for receptivity on our part and 
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enables us to take the blessing that God is ever 
willing to give. Do not be turned from your 
righteous purpose because you do not succeed the 
first time. If you pray earnestly, God will 
strengthen your faith. 

The disciples represent a higher order of faith. 
They had confidence in, spiritual healing, for 
they had seen much of it in their association with 
Jesus. Some time previously the Master had sent 
them out to perform His works, and they te. 
turned, rejoicing in what had been accomplished 
through them; for “they cast out many demons, 
and anointed with oil many that were sick, and 
healed them.” But on this occasion they were 
powerless. They were puzzled, and when they 
were alone with Jesus they asked Him for an ex- 
planation of their failure. In Jesus’ reply lies the 
answer to why we are sometimes unable to correct 
a condition, though in other instances we have 
received prompt response to prayer. He said, ‘This 
kind can come out by nothing, save by prayer.” 
The words “and fasting,” are added in the Author- 
ized Version of the Bible and give additional 
clarity to His words. 

Prayer and fasting are the two methods used 
in raising the consciousness to a spiritual level. 
When there is a deep-seated difficulty, such as a 
long-standing illness or a problem we have had 
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for a number of years, it is evident that we are 
entertaining many erroneous thoughts concerning 
it. These must be dissolved before a healing is 
possible. Perhaps the adverse state of conscious- 
ness has been built up over a period of time, 
and even though other overcomings have been 
made, this one seems immovable. We may believe 
that spiritual healing is possible and yet be unable 
to gain freedom from a specific condition. In such 
case we should study Jesus’ explanation to His 
disciples and practice diligently the methods He 
prescribes. 

Spiritually considered, prayer and fasting are the 
affirmation and denial we use in Truth. Denial is 
for the purpose of erasing error states of mind, 
and affirmation establishes a true or spiritual 
state. We need to repudiate or deny any belief 
in the reality of disease. A practical way of using 
denial is to refrain from discussing a physical dif- 
ficulty. In speaking of it, we give it reality. Most 
persons find it hard not to talk about the thing 
that troubles them; but if there is to be a healing 
one should deny or turn away from what is un- 
healthy. Fill your mind with ideas of wholeness. 
Unity consistently recommends the affirmative 
form of prayer and suggests that you select sev- 
eral appropriate affirmations and use them faith- 
fully. In this way the mind is filled with thoughts 
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that strengthen faith in divine healing. 

The third and complete development of faith 
is represented by Jesus. He had attained what 
we aspire to. His was a continuous recognition 
of the presence and power of God. 

In us at this moment is the same presence, the 
Christ, which animated Jesus. It is the one healing 
power. The father of the boy did not realize 
that wholeness is the reality. Even the disciples 
did not have a complete awareness of it. But Jesus 
did. Because of His attention to our heavenly 
Father, He had unified Himself with the supreme 
good. There was no doubt in Jesus’ mind, no won- 
dering as to whether He could heal the afflicted 
boy. ““Thou dumb and deaf spirit, I command 
thee, come out of him, and enter no more into 
him.’” Sustained by faith, His was the author- 
itative word that brought forth health immedi- 
ately. 

If you earnestly desire to correct a condition 
of body or affairs, ask God to strengthen your 
faith. “I believe; help thou mine unbelief.” Then 
do your part through the spiritual practice of 
denying the reality of limitation and steadfastly 
affirming that the indwelling Christ life is mighty 
to heal. Every heartfelt prayer attunes us to our
